Former University 
Student Wounded 



Beard Is Shot By 
HuMt HHch-Hlkcr In 

Home Town 



Thomas Beard. 30 years old. Har- 
dlnsburg. a former student at the 
University, was shot and perhaps 
fatally wounded by a bandit whom 
Beard had allowed to get into his 
aataaobUe on tbe prMeme of "a 
rkle down town" at 6:10 pm Tues- 
day In Hardlnaburg. 

After being wounded. Beard man- 
aged to stop his automobile and 
stagger to the .sidewalk. The ban- 
dit drove the car towards the busi- 
ness section of Owensboro, but no 
trace of the stolen ear has been 
found. 

Beard was taken to tbe Hardlna- 
burg hospital where an emergency 
operation was performed to save 
his life. Attending physicians said 
his condition was critical. 

Beard last attended the Univer- 
sity in 1932. He was a student in 
the College of Engineering and a

.Idhn Rom IMrker. 52 
years old, .superintendent 
of the Engineering shops, 
died at 6:15 a.m. yester- 
day at the St. Joeeph's 
hospltftl. He had been 
under treatment for 13 
weeks and was aware of

Mr. Dicker was a na- 
tive of Torq«uky, Devon- 
aMra, Bnglana, and came 
to Lnlotton ST years ago 
to Join bis unele, tbe tate 
Joseph DIeker, then head 
of the englnerring .shops, 
and Die man foi whOSI 
Dicker hall was named.
